London,'Nov. 8.—Tie German, im- 


perial yacht Hohenaollern, with Em- 
peror William on board, accompanied 
"by the escorting German; 'cruisers and 
n flotilla of British torpedo boats, 
reached port Victoria at 8 'o'clock this 
morning. 


The arrival of the German, emperor 


•was made tihe occasion, of on. impos- 
ing naval display. All the iwaiaJhips 
•at Sheexness ,-were dressed, their 
crews jmiannedi the decks and the 
usual salutes welcomed the imperial 
•visitor. 


The empea-or wore the undress- uni- 


form of a British admiral. Th« Ger- 
man ambassador, Count iVvolfl-Met- 
temich, soon joined his majesty, wtoo 
subsequently received' the British 
court officials sent to attend him and 
the other members of th« 'German 
embassy. 


After breakfast E-niperov William 


landed, the crew of the Hotoebzollern 
manning ship att'd cheering lustily 
and the British warships filing an- 
other aalute as tile emperor boarded 
a train for Dover, on Ms way to 
'Shorncliffe camp, where he will re- 
view the First (Royal Dragoons, of 
•which regiment he is 'honorary col- 
onel-in-chief. Unusual precautions 
were taken by the irailroadi officials. 
All traffic was stopped »dong the 
route to Dover half an hour before 
the imperial special train was due. 
Large British and German1 detective 
staffs were on duty, and the junc- 
tions and the approaches to the ata-. 
ttoiis were closely watched and dear-/ 
ed of spectators during the passage 
of the train. 


It -was raining heavily when "Em- 


peror William left the train at Dov- 
er, whence, mounted on one of his 
own chargers, ihe node to Sh^raeliffe 
camp, 'accompanied by Lord Roberts 
and a brilliant staff. 


Prior to starting- for the camp Em- 


peror Willinm received 
three 
ad- 


dresses from representatives of local 
bodies, to all of whom lie replied sim- 
ply: 
"I th'nnk you very much for 


coming to see me." 


His majesty arrived <at the review 


ground at tihe heaid of the cavalcade, 
with Lord Roberts at 'his side, nnd 
reviewed some 600 men 'cf bis regi- 
ment. 
Thp inspection 
lasted only 


ten ' minutes, the emperor 
passing 


down Idle line while torrents of ram 
were falling and. in the teeth 'of a 
gttle of wind. His majesty, however, 
keenly scrutinized the officers, men 
and horses. He then preceded to 
the saluting base. 


ADDRESSES THE TROOPS. 


After the march past the dragoons 


formed a (hollow square and Emperor 
William 'briefly addressed the regi- 
ment as follows: 
. 


"It gives me great pleasure, for 


the first time since tihe deatOi of your 
late queen, my beloved granidmotiier, 
to have the h'ou'dr of (being able to 
inspect you. I 'congratulate the regl- 
iient on its appeal-ante and on the 
-iray in wthl'dh it conducted itselif in. 
south Africa. 
I congratulate you 


Ion your return tome, and on tlie 
[arduous, duties iwhidh you Ihave ful- 


I filled with honor to your country and 
to the gratification 'of your king. It 


I Is owing to my visit to yWir king 


I that I am pleased toben/blR *o inspect

Chamberlain and (Mrs. Chamberlain, 
War Secretary Broderick, 'Anrbassa- 
do Lascelles and Sir Frederick Treves, 
sergeant-surgeon to King Edward. 


With the exception of the Shorn- 


cliffe review the reception of Em- 
peror William was everywhere re- 
markably lacking in formalities, he 
having specially requested 
that 


guards of honor and similar atten- 
tions be dispensed with. 


After ths review the emperor pre- 


ainted decoration* to lord ' 


t'ae officer in command, and to other 
officers of the regiment. 


TOASTED THE EMPEROR. 


After the luncheon Lord Basing 


toasted: Emperor William Tar.d re- 
ferred, to the intense gratification felt 
by. the regiment at the 
emperor's 


'Speech on the review ground and to 
the munificent .present his majesty 
•had sent during the war for the sup- 
port of the wives and children of the 
men serving in South Africa, lord 
Basing concluded with declaring that 
the i'act that Emperor William was 
colonel-in-chief 
made the regiment 


the most popular in. the army ami 
calling on - those present to drink a 
bumper to the hsaMh of his imperial 
majesty, "with three times three." 


In replying tho emperor said: 
' "Gentlemen: Let.me again assure 
you how great a pleasure tbia day 
has given me. I am extremely hon- 
ored and very happy to hear that the 
susu 1 devoted to the wives and chil- 
dren of the dragoons who departed 
for the war has 'done so much good. 
I think the bsst way of marking, this 
day in the history of the rc-giment is 
by adding another sum thereto, in 
the hope- that it may 
do an equal 


amount of good." 


Emperor William concluded with 


calling for cheers for the regiment. 


Emperor William reached Wolfer- 


ton at 6 p. in. He was meit at th.3 
station by King 'Edward and their 
majesties drove to Sandringhairi.

NEW LAW MAY BE INVALID 


ATTORNEY BARRETT TALKS OF 


THE NEW LAW. 


Justices Harry 
F. France and 


Michael Tnncey. acting upon advice, 
have made a demand upon the county 
cleik for cei-tiftcates of eltc-tion as 
justices of Wayne tc-vraship, 
they 


having received the next two highest 
pluralities following B. W, Skelton 
and E. Stra-ss at the election held 
lost Tuesday. .Their demands, 
of 


course, v/era refused by the clerk 
juid ths next stop will be to test the 
constitutionality of the act of 18&9 
which provides for two justice of the 
peace in Wayne township instead of 
fcvit ?.:i;l fi:-;os a sale*.™- cf $1 000 
?- 


year instead of making the office de- 
pendent upon the fees paid in. 
If 


the court decides with the ?ncumbent 
justices they .will fill their present 
terms and will ;:uccetd themselves 
for four years more, and they propose 
to Us* the- case to the limit. 
The 


act which is claimed to be defective 
and unconstitutional is entitled: 


THE SPECIAL LAW. 


•An act approved March 0, 1899. 
•Station 1. Be it enacted by the 


general assembly of the state of In- 
diana, that in townships having 
therein the principal part of cities of 
not lesa than thirty-five thousand 
(35,000) and not more than- sixty 
thousand (60,000) population, ac- 
cording to the United States census 
of 1890, the number of justices of 
the peace shall be two a.ud no more. 


'Section 2. The justices of the 


peace elected in such townships after 
the taking effect of this act, shall 
keep their respective offices in 
Bulcih 


place as may be designated by the 
commissioners of such county, etc. 


* 
" * « Provided that th« jus- 


tices of the peace now In otnca in sudh 
townships sfhall hold their offices dur- 
ing the time 'for which they have 
been elected." 


Section 3 provides for the taxiing 


of the usual costs and 
fees wlhidh 


shall be paid into the township treas- 
ury and section 4 provides for the 
usual penalty for failing to collect 
nnd pay over the fees as designated. 


"Section 5. Justices of the peace 


elected and qualified in such town- 
ships after the taking effect of this 
act, in lieu of all fees and other com- 
pensation, shall receive the follow- 
ing compensation for their services, 
lUld 110 Other: 
$1,000 per annum, 


payable quarterly by the trustees of 
such townships, on the 31st day of 
Maitoh, the 
30th day of June, the 


30th day of September and the 31st 
day of December in each year, out of 
the township treasury." 


.WHAT MR. BARRETT SAYS. 
County Attorney Barrett has not 


yet given an official opinion upon the 
question, but said to The Sentinel 
that he believed the act quoted above 
to be unconstitutional. 
He bases his 


unofficial opinion upon the insertion 
of the clause !in the uict which not 
only designates the number of the 
population, but definitely says that 
the basis must 'be upon the census of 
1890, which, he says, makfcs the act 
distinctly one of class legislation. 


"The tendency of our supreme 


courts," said Mr. Barrett, "has lately- 
been to overcome the evils of cl^ss 
legislation and many decisions have 
been made to illustrate the intention 
of tihe court to equalize the laws and 
prevent the possibility of any section 
or community from taking advantage 
of ambiguity or even trickery in the 
construction of acts. 
Now,, then, 


when this act was passed, there were 
only two townships in the state 
which came under the act, namely, 
the one in which Fort Wayne is sit- 
uated and the one in which. Evant- 
ville is situated and therefore the 
legislation was for these two cities 
only. 
South Bend, Terxe Haute, 


Muncie nor any of the rapidly grow- 
ing cities in the state can never take 
advantage of this act although they 
may now have more than 35,000 aui 
less than 60,000 population. You s;^ 
the act pro—iics and specifies accord- 
ing to t'he census of 1890, and that 
I believe makes1 the law unconsti- 
tutional." 


Other attorneys coincide with Mr, 


Barrett and if the courts hold with 
the Fort Wayne gentlemen there will 
remain but one thing to do and that 
will be to commission both Justices 
Franco and Tancey. And further, if 
the act is unconstitutional, all its 
provisions will fall with the act and 
the justice* will work under the lee 


system as heretofore and- no salary 
compensation can attach to the offic?. 


WHEW TERMS EXPIRE. 


Justice France's term does not ex- 


pire until October 25, 1903, so he 
is not much worried over the present 
situation. 
Justice Tancey's com- 


mission expires on Monday next and 
he has not yet decided upon what' 
course to pursue, tout has been in 
consultation with attorneys and no 
definite steps will be taken, before 
Monday. 
He will continue to sit 


as a justice 'holding that no success ir 
to hiai has been elected and that his 
commission is good until his suc- 
cessor qualifies. 
He has the advice 


of Judge Olds and Judge John Mor- 
ris, jr., both republicans, who say 
that the act in question will unques- 
tionably be declared invalid. Aside 
from the special clause basing lh? 
act on the census of 1890 the fact 
that it contains no repealing clause 
is considered of much importance. 
The act was drawn and introduced by 
Attorney Q. W. Louttlt of this city, 
who says that he, will risk a dime ar 
two that it will stand.

November 17, and Justice Huser's 
expires 
next Monday. 
The latter 


named gentleman has little to say ex-

gists and p-athologists tried to diag- 
nose the girl's condition, but could 
not. 
Specialists of nearly every med- 


ical field were called in. but they ar- 
rived at no conclusions as to the 
cause cf the coma or its proper diag- 
nosis. It was even suggested that 
porno one hid hypnotized her nnd ef- 
forts to throw off such a spell were 
made, but to no purpose. Her tem- 
perature increased rapidly, she be- 
came emaciated -and finally stopped 
breathing after leaving slept contin- 
uously twenty days. 


An autopsy will 'be performed by

Is Americo in Fact the Old World? 


A prehistoric mail will be brought 


before a jury of the world's eminent 
scientists next week. This 'case of 
the so-oalted "Lansing man," charg- 
ed with having lived in 'Kansas dur- 
ing the glacial period, 
consorting 


with the extinct mammoth and rlvin- 
ocerous, and finally leaving his bones 
burled as fossils in a hill of iglaia.il 
alluvium near Kansas Oity, will -be 
formally 
passel upon in the thir- 


teenth session of the Iiitcraattojuil 
Congress of Americanists, which as- 
sembles in New York on Monday. Its 
vordJct is expected to be ttoat man 
lived on this continent whan the ice 
sQieet covered neaily half the area of 
the United States, thousands of years 
before man himself made the first 
vague records of history. 
Evidence 


pointing this way has been 
found 


before now, both in this country and 
in Europe. But tlis latest testimony 
seems conclusive, and together with 
other new facts, which will be noted 
later, it makes the antiquity of 
Egypt fairly inodEi'n. For the pres- 
ent, new America is the Old World. 


The Lansing skelton 'completes a 


chain of evidence whose earlier links 
have been found in the glacial grav- 
els of the Delaware valley at Treii- 
ton, N. J., in Ohio and at Little 
Falls, Minn. The skelton, lacking 
the li'bs and most of the vertebrae, 
was found 'at the end of a seventy- 
two foot horizontal tunnel cut in the 
side of a ravine in the Missouri val- 
ley for a fruit storage cave. 
Chance 


rescued it from its unscientific dis- 
coverers while it was still possible 
to verify the truth of their story of 
the finding. Its age is estimated at 
not less than 12,000 years; perhiaps 
as much as 20,000. 


The great importance of the Lans- 


ing skelton lies in the d«finiteue£s 


with which its geolog-ical plai;e can 
be estimated. It is not, apparently, 
the oldest trace of prehistoric man. 
This is found in the valley of the 
Samme in northern France, where in 
141 Boucher de Perthes found stone 
implements under ninety feet of gla- 
cial drift. 
These indicate the exist- 


ence of man before the ice age, per- 
haps 100,000 
years ago. 
Similar 


evidences have been found in other 
•parts of Europe and in the south of 
England. 
The inconclusive nature 


o£ these finds is due to the extreme 
difficulty of tracing in western Eu- 
rope the time and nature of the gla- 
cial action, which cannot T& referred 
either to the Swiss or Norwegian g-la- 
cier "fields. 


In the {flacial gravels about Treii- 


ton prehistoric stone implements 
were discovered by Dr. C. C. Abbott 
in 1875. 
Farther search increased 


the number of specimens, brought to 
light three skulls which, are (believed 
to be prehistoric, and finally disclos- 
ed what appears to 'be remains of a 
timber pier from -which the ancient 
man set off in 'his boat to hunt the 
Arctic sea animals which -were then 
his neighbors along the coast of New 
York and New England. Here again 
the question of time was much de- 
bated, as it was also with regard to 
stone implements found in the Ohio 
valley a few miles east of Cincimiati. 
The implements found in a thin 
stratum, covered by glacial gravels 
at Little Falls, Minn., in 1897 are of 
the very late srlaci-al period.

Is Americo in Fact the Old World? 


A prehistoric lean will be brought 


before a jury of the world's eminent 
scientists next week. This case of 
the so-called "Lansing man," charg- 
ed with having lived in Kansas dur- 
ing the glacial period, 
consorting 


with the extinct mammoth and rhin- 
ocerous, and finally leaving Ms bones 
buried -as fossils in a hill of 'glatial 
alluvium near Kansas City, will be 
formally 
passel upon in the thir- 


teenth session of the Intel-national 
Congress of Americanists, which as- 
sembles in New York on Mondiy. Its 
verdict is expected to be tlhat man 
lived on this continent when the ice 
slieet covered neaily half the area of 
the United States, thousands of years 
before man himself made the first 
vague records of history.

God placed in 


that one scale all Belshazzar's oppor- 
tunities for knowing and learning 
about tlie true God and l-.is 5:v:-" 
love. 
Belshazzar was not, as some 


suppose, the heathen 
ruler of 
a 


heathen nation. He was the grand- 
son of the Nebuchadnezzar 
whose 


famous prime minister was Daniel, 
the 
mighty man 
of God. In all 


probability he had heard from Dan- 
iel's own lips the commandments of 
the God of the Jews and how that 
God had protected the prophet and 
closed the mouths of the hungry wild 
beasts when his servant was thrown 
into the lion's den. Daniel, at the 
time of which I speak, was about 
eig-hty years of age. He could have 
testified, and in all probability did 
testify, to Belshazzar 'how the love of 
the true God had cared for his be- 
lieving child now for nearly four- 
score years. So the word written on 
the'wall of that banquet hall was 
the record of a test. Belshazzar's op- 


moral, info-mous ways did not call for 
more severe condemnation thrvn those 
of hundreds of eastern royal aristo- 
crats who were loathsome avith the 
saiv.e cancerous sins. 
And yet there 


are thousands of flag-rant sinners to- 
day who foolishly think that Go:l 
will ovei-look ami pardon their evil 
practices merely because they r.re no 
worse than their next-door neigh- 
bors, iw averse than the people with 
whom they come 
in daily contact. 


They act as if they expected a uni- 
versal pardon for unrepentant sin, ir 
spite cf the fact that the bible di- 
rectly and 
emphatically declares 


••Every man shall die for his own 
sin." 
Human 
justice 
makes ex- 


ample of conspicuous criminals like 
John Wakes Booth. Guiteau. Czolgosz 
and the assassin cf President C.aniot, 
each of them perishing- for his own 
crime, not for the crime of others 
just as you must perish if you di* 
impenitent for the sins you have in- 
dividually committed, regardlcs 
what others have clone.

I once read of a dramatic 
scene, where there was not enough 
nliysicnl salvation to go 'around. 
It 


was on the deck of the United States 
-nan-cE-wai- Trenton, during the fa- 
mous cyclone in the Samoan harbor 
a few years n.go. Every -officer and 
sailor divested 
himself of till his 


outer garments, because every mo- 
ment they expected the huge ship -o 
go down, as many cf the other vessels 
h.ad already 
been engulfed before 


their eyes. 
But though evea-y man 


was making ull tlie necessary prepa- 
rations he could, for what seemed 
the inevitable plunge, there was one 
life preserver 
for which no 
one 


•seemed to have any particular use. 
Tt was the only life 
preserver on 


board, and nobody wanted to take it 
-ind live and let his companions die. 
ft. sailor handed it up to the executive 
ofl'cer. 
The executive officer would 


not put it on. bait handed it to the 
captain. The captain in tuna handed 
it. to the adinirsl. 
The admiral re- 


fusing to put it on, this life preserver 
was cnrlessly thrown -across -the rail 


"There it iiung-." said an eye-wit- 


ness, "a glowing tribute to the cour- 
age of men who were unwilling to be 
saved, if they 
knew thereby that 


their companions had to die." 
But 


though t'hcro may not be physical 
t.alvatiou enough to go around the 
whole crew of a doomed ship, yet. 
thank God. there is sphitual salva- 
tion enough for nil the world if we 
only 
will 
accept that 
salvation 


through the blood of. Jesus Christ. 
I he re is no need of any Belt'hazzar 
of sin today being found wanting 
when he is weighed 
in ood's bal- 


ances if he will only let the Cross of 
Jesus Christ be placed in the scale 
opposite to that which is piled high 
with his past sins. 


The enttace into Belghozznr's ban- 


quet hnll of sin is not one of -unal- 
loyed joy. The poet tried to describe 
the wild exultation 
of that feast, 


when he imaginatively wrote these 
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be .unutterable horror at its close, 
when God shall finally say to you. O'h 
sinner, 
"Xhou wvt weighed in the 


balances, and art found wanting." 


So, in closing, as I plead with you 


to flee from the banquet hall of sin, ! 
I again invite you into the other 
banquet hall, where Christ the Di- 
vine Bridegroom is to be married to 
the Church, His Bride. I would in-

which is filled with the greet multi- 
tude of the Redeemed. I would earn-
